BLOW AIMED AT MERGERS 


Knapp Says the Present Plan of 
Bringing Suit After Pur- 
chase of Rival Road Is 
Complete Fails.

Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.]— 
President Taft is considering seriously the 


edvisability of transmitting a special message 
to congress recommending government su- 
‘pervision and restriction of the issues of rail- 
road securities. 
It may be that he finally will decide to 
abide by the wish of the members of the two 
houses of congress and not demand any other 
legislatlon than that in connection with the 
revision of the tariff. In this event, he will 
include his recommendation in his first an- 
gual message and will insist upon action dur- 
ing the regular session. 
Whatever time may be selected by the pres- 
ident for taking congress into his confidence, 
E. H. Harriman and the other railroad mag- 
pates may be assured of this fact—Mr. Taft 
proposes to do everything in his power to 
obtain government control of the railroad 
-gecurity issues, believing this to be another 
‘step in the execution of the spirit of the 
Roosevelt policies. He has realized that such 
legislation can be secured only after the most 
‘@etermined fight. 


Harriman View of Plan. 


Mr. Harriman, probably speaking for the 
majority of the railroad financiers, as for 
himself, declared several days ago that the 
people had the right to know how the money 
secured by the railroads from the gale of 
securities had been expended, but that they 
Dad no right to pass upon the amount of the 
gecurities issued. In other words, giving this

The subject of transportation is such a 
vast one that there is a growing demand for 
the creation of a department of ways and 
coMmunications, such as is maintained in 
practically every foreign country. By an

merce commission, the department of justice 
and the bureau of corporations, but he ap 
Prehends that other legislation be re. 
quired.

CAMPAIGN CLOSES 
AT SIZZLING HEAT 


Politicians Say Nothing Like 
It Ever Was Seen Except 
at Presidential 
Elections. 


HOPE STIRS BOTH SIDES. 


Victory for Either at Polls, It 
Is Conceded, Will Be by 
Unusually Small 
Majority. 


Chicago’s municipal campaign came to 
a smashing close last night. It was a Sun- 
day-defore- election finish which would have 
been a credit to the topping off of a presi- 
dential canvass. 

In the wards—most of them—the alder- 


manic battles waged fiercely. The ultimatum ‘ 


of the Municipal Voters League had stirred 
the city tremendously and the final efforts 
of the two elements which may lock in a 
bitter embrace over the council organization 
were redoubled. 

Where chances are believed to exist to 
knock out the gray wolves or the would-be 
aldermen who are openly aligned with the 
old gang, pastors from the pulpit took the 
opportunity to advise the voters in their 
congregations. 

The danger spots to the Republican candi- 
dates for city treasurer and city clerk are the 
wards where Republican aldermanic candi- 
dates were caused to withdraw. These are 
wards like the First, Fourth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Sixteenth, and Eighteenth—all Democratic 
strongholds. The party leaders in the after- 
noon directed that the utmost endeavors be 
exerted by the ward organizations in those 
bailiwicks to get out every possible vote for 


Powell and Marks. a 


Hesitate to Make Predictions. 

The big fellows in both political campe 
were unwilling to make definite predictions 
of tomorrow's results over their signature. 
The situation as between Isaac N. Powell 
and Harry Hildreth for city treasurer is only 
a bit less muddled than is the clouded oondi- 
tion of affairs on the city clerkship, for which 
Francis D. Connery and Jacob H. Marks are 
running a neck and neck race, apparently. 

The Republican ticket by 20,000, wae 
the reported guess of the Republican chiefs, 
who seemed to have a joint arrangement to 
„guess that sort of plurality every time 
anybody asked them for a forecast. 

Figures from the inside” of the Repub- 
ican wigwam indicate that a plurality of 
12,000 for Powell for city treasurer is the 
conservative expectation and that everybody 
be more then 
gratified if the final returns show a plu- 
rality for Marks for city clerk of 3.000 or 
ever Rumors come from the west side 
wards that many knives have been sharpened 
for use on Mr. Marks. 


Democrats Expect to Win. 

The Democratic leaders are confident that 
Harry Hildreth will be elected city treasurer 
and are certain Connery is as good as elected 
city clerk. 

Candidates Powell and Marks had a busy 
trip over the west side, closing their cam- 
paigns with three meetings which were at- 
tended by hundreds of voters. 

Aside from the meetings of the precinct 
organizations ordered for tonight, the Re- 
publicans will have three ward meetings, 
which rank with the campaign rallies which 
have been in progress. One for the Second 
ward will be held at 262 Thirty-first street. 
The Seventh ward will gather at Masonic 
temple, Sixty-fourth street and Lexington 
avenue, and the Fourteenth ward faithful 
are summoned to Republican headquarters, 
835 West Lake street. 

In many of the wards aldermanic politics 
fairly siazled. The Twenty-second developed 
into the big dark and bloody ground of the 
campaign, due largely to the final circular 
of appeal which reached the voters of the 
ward in the morning from the office of the 
Municipal Voters’ league. 

Idquor Interests in Fight. 

Simultaneously it became known that the 
liquor interests had entered the fight open- 
ly in behalf of Herman Bauler, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, and strongly against Ald. 
Josetti, for his stand upon prohibition 
districts. The feeling between the conflicting 
political elements rose to white heat, and it 
would not be surprising to see serious trou- 
bie at the polls. 

The antagonism has been flerce ever since 
the attempt which was made to get Charles 

r Nelson inte the running as an indepen- 
dent candidate. The Repuplican ward or- 
ganization, under the personal leadership of 
Mayor Busse, is pulling every pound for 
Ald. Josetti. The Democratic county com- 
mittee has espoused Bauler’s cause, and has 
sent in all availaple reinforcements to help 
him out. 

Smoke still arose in the Third ward at 
night, although victory to Ald. Foreman {s 
practically conceded. It is understood the 
reason for continuation of the ant Foreman 
fight at this time fies in the struggle for con- 
trol of the Third ward Republican organi- 
zation which will be settled at the 1910 Fel. 
ruary primaries, under the workings of the 
direct primary law. 


Aid for Ald. Taylor. 


The Republican organization in the Twen- 
ty-first ward was ordered out in heavy 
marching order for duty in behalf of Ald. 
Francis W. Taylor. whose friends fear a false 
feeling of security exists and many voters 
who expect to support Ald. Taylor may fall 
to vote. 

The Democratic machine in the ward, 
which ig John F. O'Malley's own, is report- 
ed to be stealthily watching for a chance to 
sewing in a squadron of voters for Jacob Levy 
late in the balloting, and be able to defeat 
Ald.

She rested contentedly behind the bars yes- 
terday while her husband enjoyed the com- 
forts of their residence at 8660 Michigan 


| avenue and explained to visitors that he 


fully approved the course adopted by his 
wife. His original intention was to employ 
a lawyer and procure her release on habeas 
corpus proceedings, but she put her foot 
down hard on the proposed scheme and said 
her plans must not” be interfered with. 
Her influence might be judged from the fact 
that she is president of a painting and in- 
terior decorating company, while her hus- 
band is the manager. 


Former Neighbor Pays Board. 

Mrs. Belle McClelland, wife of William H. 
MeClelland, a department manager for the 
Bowman Dairy company, residing at 6620 
Champlain avenue, is responsible for Mrs. 
Kershaw’s plight and is perfectly willing to 
pay the prisoner's poard at $3.60 per week 
for six months in order to be properly 
avenged for a disagreement that occurred in 
an apartment building at 6536 St Lawrence 
avenue in November of 1906.

$10,000 for lost hair and injuries suffered 
from. “some blunt instrument,” and the 
jury awarded her $195. The court costs were 
$14.30, making the total debt 0.80. 

From then on the McClellands have been 
trying to collect their judgment, which the 
Kershaws resisted. The latter couple have 
transferred title to their flat building and 
on Saturday the McClellands decided to try 
to force payment by having Mrd. Kershaw 
arrested on a body warrant. Mrs. Ker- 
shaw, however, instead of paying, eccom- 
panied the deputy sheriff to jail.

FOREWOMAN AT FIELD STORE

Miss Jennie Shea Is Believed to Have 
Ignited Clothing Accidentally in At-

Miss Jennie Shea, for twenty years fore- 
woman of the dressmaking department of 
Marshall Field & Co., was burned fatally 
last evening and died e few hours later at

ne had roomed at 870 Oak street for the 
last five years. Shortly after 7 o'clock Ru- 
dolph Corrigan, who also rooms there, was 
passing through the hallway when he heard 
her screams. He ran to her room on the 
second floor and found her oa the bed with 
her clothes on fire. He smothered the blaze 
with his overcoat, but not before Miss Shea 
had been burned severely. 

She had several dresses hanging on the 
back of a door. When the door was open 
the dresses were close to the gas jet. The 
police think Miss Shea was striking a match 
to light the gas when a spark ignited the 
dresses. The clothes on the back of the door 
were burned to a crisp. 

Miss Shea's brother, Cornelius Shea, is con- 
nected with the Crane company. Her only 
sister is in Ireland. Mr. Shea is prostrated 
with grief. He buried his wife three month§ 
ago. 

Children playing with matches accidental- 
ly ignited the clothing of the 1 year old son 
of Mrs. Dora Glick, who lives at 546 Sanga- 
mon street. In attempting to extinguish the 


blase Mrs. Glick was burned about the face 


and hands. The baby probably will die.

Divinity Students Demand Resig- 
nation of Dr. Patton. 


SEMINARY HEAD IS DEFIANT 


Ultimatum Creates Acute Situation for 
Directors to Smooth Out. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.J—The stu- 
dent body of the Princeton Theological sem- 
inary has issued an ultimatum to the board 
of directors and brought about a situation 
that is unparalleled in the history of the 
university. 

Dr. Patton’s resignation—or our rights.” 

This demand of the students comes at the 
end of a long fight waged against Dr. Fran- 
cis L. Patton, president of the seminary, 
and the curriculum adopted by the faculty. 

Dr. Patton stated that he is not to be dic- 
tated to by the students. If the board of di- 
rectors faile to uphold him he immediately 
will resign. He says the students have in- 
sulted him in his own home and demands an 
apology. The students all will withdraw 
from the seminary if the board of directors 
decline to grant their demands. 


No Prospect of Compromise. 


An extraordinary session of the board will 
be held in Philadelphia within a few days. 
There seems to be no prospect of bringing 
about a compromise, and the directors will 
be called upon to render a final decision 
either in favor of the students or the presi- 
dent. 

In the early part of March the students 
forced the issue of a new curriculum by send 
ing the faculty a set of resolutions adopted 
by them. They expressed discontent with 
the new and old testament departments un- 
der Profs. Armstrong and Davis respective- 
ly; with the lectures in theism as delivered 
by President Patton; with a vacancy of the 
chair of homiletics; with the lack of a course 
in sociology, and, finally, with the arrange- 
ment of the classroom schedule. 

New resolutions have been adopted, but 
instead of sending them to the faculty they 
have been forwarded, to the directors, to- 
gether with a stenographic report of the an- 
ewer made by Dr. Patton, to whom the di- 
rectors previously referred the students. 

This report contains a statement by Dr. 
Patton in which he declared that, as presi- 
dent of the seminary and as a member of the 
board of directors, he would permit no in- 
terference by these directors in the points 
at issue. 


Much Secrecy Being Maintained. 


The students who served in the com- 
mittees and risked expulsion by presenting 
their charges and demands to the faculty 
are Frank 8. Downs, R. C. McCleary, R. C, 
Hoag, L. H. Stafford, C. R. Rodman, D. R. 
Evans, L. C. Sullenberger, A. C. Hayman, 
Alex. Mackie, X. A. Bishara, George Leukel, 
and F. R. Eider. 

Much secrecy is being maintained by the 
directors, faculty, and students, but the 
acuteness of the situation was admitted 
day by certain students. The following state- 
ment was made by a leading student on the 
attitude of the faculty: 

„Pr. Patton refused absolutely to consider 
any change in the matter of administering 
his course in theism, which the first peti- 
tion of the students characterized as un- 
intelligible and uninteresting.’ Dr. Davis 
stated that his courses were intended to 
teach a method in exegesis rather than to 
teach the students a mass of material which 
they. could palm off on unsuspecting congre- 
gations when they once got into the ministry, 
Dr. Armstrong was the only man who prom- 
ised to do all in his power to make his courses 
more practicable and more acceptable to

(a) They are based upon reported deaths 
from 5 tuberculosis. It is well 
known that these reported cases are consid- 
erably below the actual number. 8. N. D. 
North, director of the bureau of the census, 
says in bis report on tuberculosis in the Unit~- 
ed States, prepared for the international con- 
gress on tuberculosis, that There is a large 


margin of possible error and probably of un- 


derstatement in the recorded deaths from 
tuberculosis even in the tion area. 
It is unnecessary to go into any detail here 
as to the causes which lead to the conceal- 
ment of or fallure to return deaths from this 
disease. 


Morbidity Affects Community. 

(b) The figures given are based on cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis with fatal termi- 
nation, hence the effect in the decrease in 
length but not in breadth of life is considered. 
It is sufficient to call attention to the fact that 
the presence of tuberculosis in a community 
involves a tremendous increase in morbidity; 
that cases without fatal termination are far 
more numerous than those with fatal termi- 
nation; that tuberculosis morbidity subjects

present the survivors at the age of 60 have 
952,505 years of future lifetime to live, a loss 
of 106,991 years of future lifetime due to the 
presence of tuberculosis. 

In Hke manner, it is seen that at the age 
of 20 the total loss in years of future life- 
time sustained by a group of 100,000 young 
men is 243,412 years. 


Wealth Producing Years Lost. 


A consideration of the column headed 
Loss in Tears will make clear, even to 
the layman, how it happens that the presence 


the community. We have at this age a loss 
of 243,412 years, most of which occurs before 
the men who are now 2 attain the 
age of 70 Assuming in round numbers for 
purposes of illustration that 200,000 of these 
years of future lifetime are lost by the 
original group of 100,000 survivors, age 20, 
before they attain the age of 70, it is clear 
that these vears are lost during the wealth 
producing period of life. 

If each year represents a loss of $100 in 
wealth to the nation, we should have a loss 
on this group of $20,000,000 There were in 
1908 in Chicago 21,361 young men 20 years 
of age, accordingly, the less which the city 
must expect to sustain on this group is about 
$4,272,200. 

In a later table—No. VII. given Asewhere 
in this paper—we shall see that the capi- 
talized or present value with interest as- 
sumea at 5 per cent, of the loss on this par- 
tievlar group of young men on a wealth pro- 
ducing basis of $100 per annum until the 
age of 70, is exactly $1,014,861. 

These facts are pointed out at this time 
in order to emphasize how and where the 
loss due to tuberculosis or any other disease 
occurs. . 


Blights Expectation of Life. 

The presence of a disease in any group of 
persons or in any community inevitably de- 
creases the total future lifetime of that group 
and a direct measure of the loss due to such 
disease must be found in the number of years 
taken out of the life of the group. This is 
shown plainly by these Agures:

It is interesting to examine the effect of 
tuberculosis on the expectation of life. By 
the expectation of life at any age is meant 
the average future or after lifetime at that 
age. To determine it, therefore, it only is 
necessary to divide the total years of future 
lifetime given in table 4 at any age by the 
number of survivors, given in table 2, at that

provide for the fact that deaths on the aver- 
age occur uniformly throughout the year, so 
that in the long run the average length of life 
in the year of death is six months, or one- 
half year. The two columns giving the ex- 
pectation of life in table 5 were obtained in 
this manner. 


Enormous Loss in Wealth. 

Few people are aware of the enormous loss 
in wealth which this country suffers on ac- 
count of tuberculosis. The amount of this 
loss has a special significance when consid- 
ered in connection with the cost of an or- 
ganized campaign having for its object the 
practical elimination of tuberculosis. 

To accomplish this result it is essential] that 
extensive and continuous financial assistance 
be forthcoming for a considerable period of 
years, and the question arises as to how 
much the nation or state would be justified in 
spending to check the disease within its 
boundaries. I have considered this subject in 
some detail and derived tables from the pop- 
ulation and vital statistics of the twelfth cen- 
sus of the United States by means of which 
the monetary loss sustained by a community 
of given population can easily be computed. 

These tables were derived by the applica- 
tion of well known actuarial processes, the 
object being to determine the monetary loss 
rate per individual at each age based upon 
some unit of net wealth producing capacity. 


Facts to Support Co sions. 
Without entering into details the method 
may be briefly outlined as follows: It is 
assumed that on the average each male mem- 
ber of the community can add a net sum of 
$100 each year to the wealth of the com- 
munity. This ability to produce wealth is 
assumed to continue until the age of 70, and 
then cease. The total gain which is thus 
contributed is found for each age, and the 
equivalent capitalized sum is computed, tak- 
ing into account the interest factor, 5 per 
cent. and the mortality factor, determining 
the probable length of life. 

The gain in wealth is first computed on the 
assumption that there are no deaths from 
tuberculosis.and then again on the assump- 
tion that the conditions as regards tubercu- 
losis are those which now prevail. The gain 
in the former case, of course, will be greater 
than in the latter, because with deaths from 
tuberculosis eliminated people would live 
longer and hence contribute for a longer 
period of years to the wealth of the com- 


m : 

This excess, which would be realized if 
there were no deaths from tuberculosis, is 
the monetary loss which the community must 
Suffer owing to the presence of the disease. 


Drop in Future Net Wealth. 


Technically speaking, the difference be- 
tween the capitalized value of the future net 
wealth producing capacity of an individual in

The second column shows that if tuberc- 
losis were not present the capitalized value, 
compupfed at 5 per cent, of the yearly $100

talized value of the loss at this age, is $47.51. . 


The loss appears to decr with the age, 
beginning with $47.51 at thé age of 20 and de- 
creasing to $7.51 at the age of 60. The de- 
crease is not uniform, and it is easily seen 
that most of the loss is sustained on the group 
between the ages of 20 and 40. 

The column giving the loss in value at each 
age, it mist be remembered, gives the capi- 
talized or present value of future losses per 
individual. It represents the average loss at 
the given dge sustained by the community on 
every individual in the community of that 
age. 

I wish particularly to emphasize that this 
is not the loss sustained on each individual 
only who dies of tuberculosis, but on each 
and every individual in the community with- 
in the above defined group of males. The 
practical effect of all this is to make the de- 
termination of the monetary loss due to 
tuberculosis depend upon a knowledge of the 
population of the community by ages. 


Women Not Considered. 

(c) The present figures relate only to males 
between the ages of 20 and 60 working until 
the age of 70. The loss due to the burden 
of tuberculosis on the male population under 
20 and over 60 is not counted. As it happens 
that members of these groups are largely 
dependent upon the productive capacity of 
the main group between the ages of 20 and 60, 
it follows that tuberculosis in these depend- 


— 


ent groups must serve to produce a greater 


drain upon the supporting group. 

(d) The loss results refer to a fixed time 
and to a particular.group—namely: the cap- 
italized value of the future loss which will be 
sustained on the group living at that fixed 
time between the ages of 20 and 60. It is evi- 
dent that as this group moves on in time, 
other groups of the living will come in to take 
its place, and upon these new groups addi- 
tional losses will be sustained. 

(e) The monetary loss due to tuberculosis 
among females has not been considered at 


all. 
Wage Earners Are Sufferers. 

When the appropriate statistical material 
is available the methods set forth in this 
paper may be employed to determine the loss 
on all these omitted factors, but for the pur- 
pose of clearness of presentation it was de- 
cided to confine the attention to the definite 
group of wage earners between the ages of 
20 and 60. The results obtained on this group 
are comparatively free from the criticism of 
personal estimate. Moreover, with all the 
elements above mentioned omitted, the mag- 
nitude of these minimum figures should 
sharply call the attention of those in au- 
thority to the fact that they have here a great 
problem confronting them. In addition to 
the suffering, misery, and untimely death due 
to tuberculosis, the city is constantly sub- 
jected to a heavy financial drain. 

If the minimum value of this financial loss 
can be determined, are we not justified in ex- 
pending a large fraction of this minimum 
amount, if it can be shown that such ex- 
penditure will result in the elimination of a 
corresponding proportion of the fatal ter- 
minations from tuberculosis? i 


There were, according to table 7, 21,361 
young men aged 20 living in Chicago in 1908. 
The loss rate at this age is $47.51. Multiply- 
ing these numbers together we have $1,014,- 
861 as the capitalized or present value of the 
loss which will be sustained on this group 
before they reach the age of 70. There were 
22.350 in the age group 21. The loss rate is 
$47.67, the loss. $1,065,425. 

At the age of 22 the number living was 
23,228, the lose rate $47.49, the loss $1,102,860; 
similarly for the ages 23 and 24, and so on to 
the age of 60. Adding up the losses sus- 
tained on the first five ages, we find the 
total loss on the age group 20-24 to be $5,455,- 

The lose for the age group 20-389 is $19,- 
901,424, and for the age group 20-60 it foots 
up to $24,965,143. 

It appears then that the total loss which 
will be sustained by the city of Chicago on 
the male population between the ages of 20

| that the earning or wealth producing period 


in both fatal and nonfatal cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis or other diseases which have in- 
vaded the community owing to tuberculosis 
morbidity must necessarily be considerably 
diminished, The loss rates obtained in the 


assumption that the individual can produce 


until the age of 70, but it is clear that the 
tuberculous individual must be incapacitated 
whether the case terminates fatally or not 
for a number of years within the weaith pro- 
ducing period. During these years instead 
of adding he is actually subtracting wealth 
from the community, The individual with 
lowered vitality produces a smaller wealth 
increment and the individual who cannot 
work becomes a financial burden upon the 
community. ' 


Annual Loss in Chicago. 

The practical question arises as to what 
the annual loss may be. I give in the fol- 
lowing table both the annual and total capl- 
talized losses for Chicago, based on the esti- 
mated population in 1908:

The annual loss is obtained by merely 
spreading the total loss over a period of fifty 
years, and ia the annual payment on a fifty 
year annuity whose present value computed 
at 5 per cent is equal to the total loss hereto- 
fore given. Fifty years was selected as the 
maximum length of time within which the 
loss would be sustained, because those who 
are now 20 and over will have attained or 
passed the age of 70 after the lapse of fifty 

ears. o 
"it is evident the actual annual loss is not 
uniform, but will be heavier in the earlier 
than in the later part of the fifty year period. 
The table shows the minimum annual loss in 
the city of Chicago, on the unit $100 wealth 
producing: basis, is at the present time, in 
round numbers, in excess of one and one- 
third million dollars. 

It thus appears that if this disease remains 
unchecked the total annual losses which Chi- 
cago will sustain during the next half cen- 
tury on the group of wage earners now liy- 
ing is in excess of $68,000,000, and the capital- 
ized value in 1908 of these losses, computed at 
5 per cent, is about $25,000,000. If we assume 
the average net wealth producing capacity 


/ 


per individual to be more than $100 per an- 


num, all the above losses will be proportion- 
ately increased, 


Economy in Active Defense. 

Applying the preceding results to Chicago 
directly it may be said without fear of ex- 
aggeration that this municipality can well 
afford to expend $1,000,000 each year in a 
campaign against this disease so planned as 
to bring about its practical exterminatien 
by the end of half a century. 

The city is certainly going to lose this 
amount each year, and more, if tuberculosis 
remains unchecked. so that to remain in- 
active is only to court financial loss. 

Every large municipality should construct 
tuberculosis sanatoria to be conducted upon 
a liberal and adequate scale, should build 
and equip them not for five but for fifty years, 
and all advanced and open cases of this dis- 
ease should be segregated therein and cared 
for at thie expense of the city. This step 
would have a. decided effect in diminishing 
the spread of the disease, for it would n. an 
the effective isolation of many dangerous 
centers of tuberculous infection. 

A widespread and effective campaign of 
education concerning tuberculosis should be 
undertaken, These, of course, are only sug- 
gestions of a general nature. The detai 


and plans for such a campaign should be 


worked out by a committee of experts. 


Public Movement Imperative. 
The point which the writer particularly de- 


sires to emphasize is thAt the figures contain- 


ed in this article justify the early organiza- 


tion and financing of such a campaign under 
the authority and support of the state and its 


municipalities. While much good can be and 
has been accomplished by individual initi- 
ative, by public subscription, and by the 
tuberculosis stamp movement, they are all 
inadequate to successfully cope with this 
big problem without the aid of the state. 
The financial support for this tremendous 
battle must not be subject to the variations 
and uncertainty of private gift and unorgan- 
ized public subscription. It must have the 
financial backing and support of the public 
represented through the state and its munic- 
ipalities.

Milk Wagon Drivers Threaten to 
Strike Unless Granted In- 
crease of $1 a Week. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yester- 

| gy erappled with the boycott question and 
g long standing jurisdictional fight between 
e United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
joiners and the Amalgamated Woodworkers’ 
gaion. 

On the subject of the boycott the federa- 
jon in effect decided that the W. L. Doug- 
ps Shoe company is on the unfair list.’ 
Inis action was embodied in the adoption 
gf areport of the grievance committee recom- 
mending that George Hodge, editor of the 
Union Labor Advocate, cfficial organ of the 
peal federation,’ be ordered to discontinue 
the printing of an advertisement of the shoe 
company. 

This means that the paper ceases to be 
jhe federation’s official organ, as Editor 


| Hodge later announced that he will refuse 


fo obey the mandate of the central organi- 
gation, preferring to live up to his advertis- 
jng contract with the shoe concern. The 
subject provoked one of the hottest fights 
in the history of the labor body. 


Passed by Big Majority. 

Many delegates insisted that action be post- 
poned until a decision could be obtained from 
the exectutive council of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, which also was the demand of 


Hodge, who was granted the floor in his own 


defense. The opposition to this course, how- 


ever, particularly on the part of the shoe- | 


workers, was so strong that the report of the 
gommittee was adopted by a large majority. 

The entire question is an outgrowth of the 
eontroversy between the Boot and Shoe 
workers’ union and.the Douglas concern, 
from which the union has withdrawn the 
right to use the union stamp on its product. 
After this right was,denied it, the concern 
began an advertising campaign in all labor 
papers throughout the country and Editor 
Hodge accepted a contract for the feder- 
ons official organ. 

This action by Hodge was characterized 
by Delegate Lee of the shoeworkers as ac- 
cepting bribe money and ag “ traitorous to 
bor.“ 0 

After the Douglas company lost the unlon 
stamp the concern decided to spend $100,000 


advertising in the labor papers,“ said he. 


“That is nothing more or less than bribe 
money, and the effect of the bribery we see in 
this fight. 

“That concern is unfair to the shoeworkers, 
and to advertise its product in the official 
ergan of labor's central body in Chicago is 
pothing short of traitorous.” 


Editor Takes Firm Stand. 

“It has cost me lots of money to conduct 
this paper in the interest of labor, and now 
Ihave reached a point where I have tq make 
a living,’ Editor Hodge answered. Union 
shoe workers are employed in the Douglas 
factories, and labor papers all over the 
eountry have refused to place a boycott on 
the concern. If you wish to put me down 
and out I shall take my medicine without a 
whimper, but if you wish to do justice and’ 
give me a Square deal you will let this en- 
tire question be decided by the executive 
eouncil of the American Federation of La- 
bor.”

on April 12, at the request of a large number

Two Local Unions Ousted. : 

The jurisdictional fight between the car- 
penters and the woodworkers was thrashed 
out in an executive session lasting nearly two 
hours. The result was that the two logal 
unions of woodworkers represented in the 
federation were ousted from the central body 
end the delegates unseated 

This fight is an outgrowth of a strike of 
earpenters in the factory of the Mears-Slay- 
ton Lumber company nearly a year ago, 
when members of the woodworkers’ union 
took the places of the striking carpenters in 
that factory. 

Milk wagon drivers are threatening to 
strike unless they are granted an increase in 

wages of $1 a week. Officials of the Illinois 
Milk Dealers’ association have refused to 
accede to the demand and the drivers will 
meet in special session next Thursday to take 
final action. 

The agreement of the drivers expired on 
April 1. It called for a scale of $16.a week for 
the first six months and $17 thereafter, with 
@ 6 cent commission on all agles above 190 
points a day. One point is a quart or two 
pints of milk. or one-half pint of cream.

POLICE GET BLOWS AND JEERS 


Are Hissed by Crowds. 


FINN SHOOTING THE CAUSE? 


Hostility of Onlookers Reported Result 
of Street Tragedy. 


Two policemen, while attempting to arrest 
alleged pickpockets last night, were beaten 
for their pains and received the hisses of 
crowds. The hostility of the onlookers, it is 
said, was the result of the recent killing of 
Joseph Finn by Policeman Alexander Scott. 

Policeman George Murphy was attacked 
by Harry Cohen, alias Marnell, an alleged 
pickpocket, at Wentworth avenue and Root 
street, and during a demonstration by the 
spectators a woman threw a brick at Mur- 
phy. Detective Frank Wilson was beaten 
by Joseph, alias “ Puts Ryan, an alleged 
pickpocket, at Clark and Washington streets, 
and the sympathy of the crowd enlisted by 
Ryan's two companions, who escaped. 


Jeering Crowd Follows, 
The attack on Policeman Murphy was the 
most serious one. Cohen is said to be well 
known to the police as a pickpocket, and 
when he alighted from a crowded Wentworth 
avenue car he was seen by Murphy. 
Cohen, though, ineatead of accompanying 
Murphy, struck him on the left side of the 
head and then ran. Murphy overt him 
after a pursuit in which he was followed 
by a crowd of several hundred jeering men. 
boys, and a few women. While running 
Murphy, with the memory of the Finn shoot- 
ing fresh in his mind, threw his revolver into 
the street. When he returned with Cohen 
to a patrol box, a brick struck the pavement 
near his feet. It is said to have been thrown 
from an upper window by a woman.

John Dickinson Has Left New: 
York, but Has Not Been 
Seen in Chicago. 


REPORTS OF LIABILITIES. 


Some Say Amount Will Reach 
$600,000, but Attorney Pre- | 
diets Quick Settlement. 


Efforts made yesterday both in Chicago 
and New York to ascertain the whereabouts 
of John Dickinson, head of the failed bro- 
‘kerage firm of John Dickinson & Co., were 
without success, 

In New York at bis apartment, 57 Hast 
Seventy-fifth street, it was said he had left 
Friday night for Chicago. 

If he arrived in Chicago, however, either 
Saturday night or yesterday, no information 
of that nature reached the persons who were 
interested in his movements. 

Stephen Callaghan, his attorney in New 
York, said that Mr. Dickinson expected to 
appear in court in this city today in case ap- 
plication should be made for a receiver here, 
as is anticipated. 

Mrs. Dickinson left the New York resi- 
dence with her husband. 


Reports of Big Idabilities. 

In Chicago the developments of the day’s 
inquiry into the affairs of the firm led to the 
opinion that the Habilties of the concern 
might total $600,000 or §70U,000, Dut Attorney 
Callaghan, as the broker’s principal spokes- 
man, the amount would not exceed 
$150,000. 


“The Chicago statements that the Ha- 
bilities will go above half a million,” said 
Callaghan, “are grossly exaggerated. I 
stated on Saturday that the amount will not 
exceed, if it reaches, $150,000. There is no 
doubt in my mind that the firm will resume 
business within ten or fifteen days There 
is no One else in the concern but Mr, Lickin- 
son and it was called Dickinson & Co. simply 
as a sort of trade mark. 

The failure was caused by thirty or forty

Mr. Dickinson has been for twenty years 
a member of the Chicago board of trade and 
the Consolidated stock exchange’ of New 
York. He will appear in Chicago tomorrow 
morning, when we expect application will be 
made for a receiver. 0

Foresee a Difficult Time. 

Local board of trade opinion was that the 
frm would have difficulty In getting back 
on its feet soon, if ever. 

One specific rumor was that the firm was 
short on Union Pacific stock, and that the 
profits of its wheat operations on the board 
— trade had been eaten up in stock specula- 

on. 

J. T. Murphy, manager of the Chicago 
house, admitted the stock losses, without 
specifying the losing transactions. 

We were ahead on wheat throughout,” 
he said: I don’t know how the New York 
office stood on stocks, but that must be where 
the rub was.

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PARMS FOR 100,000 SPINSTERS 


Boston Society Wants State to 
Aid Women Who Are Needy. 


SCARCITY OF MEN THE CAUSE 


“Old Maids’? Will Be Given Chance to 
Raise Crops and Fowls. 


Boston, Mass. April 4.—[Special.}—Small 
suburban farms will be supplied by the 
state to the 100,000 épinsters in Massathi- 
setts if the plans of three score business 
and professional women of Boston are car- 
ried out. Because of the scarcity of men 
in the state it id recognized that something 
must be done to aid this army of women 
and an organization has been formed for 
the purpose of winning state aid in securing 
small tracts of land near large cities where 
women can engage in profitablé agricultural 
enterprises. 

The Women's Massachusetts Homestead 
association plans to encourage thé many 
thousands of women of all ages who are 
férced to struggle to gain a livelihood to raise 
flowers, herbs, plants, mushrooms, straw- 
berries, vegetables, squabs, chickens, bees, 
and pigs. 

Want Acre Lots Given. 

To achieve this end, the associations wants 
the commonwealth to’ buy tracts of land 
wherever available, divide it into acre lots, 
and then through a commission supply the 
women with a share of land. If the state is 
not willing to furnish the land free, then the 
association asks that it take a mortgage on 
the land bought. by philanthropists, develop 
it, build cheap and comfortable homes on it, 
and then furnish the necessary implements to 
cultivate the soil. 

This plan, say the members ot the Home- 
stead association, will take thousands of 
women and childref out of the large cities 
of Massachusetts, thin out the congested 
sium distficts, and place these women and 
| those dependent upon them where they can 
be profitably employed under sanitary condi-

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MONEY DESIGNS 10 CHANGE 


Coolidge Approves Plan to Make 
Certificates Uniform. 


WAR ON COINERS IS AIDED. 


Figures Easily Duplicated Will Be Left 
Off the Notes. 


Washington, D. C., April (Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Coolidge has approved 
a plan for systemiatigzing designs for United 
States notes and coin certificates, thus carry- 
ing into effect a scheme of uniformity in por- 
trait and genera! design for notes of the same 
denomination of each class. The plan adopt- 
ed will embody the ideas of officials of the 
treasury department, bankers, business men, 
and currency experts. 

It is believed the new notes will be wel- 
domed by the public on account of theft ¢im- 
plictty and the readiness wit which different 
denominations may be fixed in mind. At pres- 
ent there are nineteen different designe for 
United States notes and coin certificates of 
various denominations, leading to donfusion 
and uncertainty. ; 


Nine Designs in Future. 

Under the new plan there will be but nine 
designs. For instance, theré are now two 
designs for $6 notes. The silver certificate 
bears the head of an indian chief, whilé the 
Umted States note bears a portrait of An- 
drew Jackson, accompanied by a syfriboliéal 
group of a frontiersman and family. 

The $10 gold certificate carries a portrait of 
Miehael Hillegas, the first treasurer of the 
tinited States The sliver certificate of the 
same denomination earries the portrait of 
Thomas A. Hendricks; the $10 greenback, a 
buffalo. There is equal variety in the other 
denothinations, — 5 

By the new plan, the possibility of confusion 
will de reduced to 4 minimum and at the game 
time the artistic quality of the notes will be 
greatly enhanced. 


| One Design to Denomination.

Republican “Whip” Says (lo- 
ture Rule Will Be Passed 
by Majority Today. 


HIGH TAX MEN APPEASED 


No Chance for Separate Vote on 
_ Schedules They Support 
Is Provided. 


Washington, April 4—Representative 
Dwight of New York, the Republican 

whip” in the house, announced tonight 
that the rules commi(tee tomorrow would 
bring in a rule fixing the time for taking the 
final yote on the tariff bill and restricting 
amendments thereto and that the rule would 
be adopted. The plan calls for the final vote 
on April 10. Mr. Dwight made an un- 
equivocal prediction of victory after he had 
canvassed the situation thoroughly in nu- 
merous conferences throughout the day» 

Some of the house leaders in the confer- 
ences said that such a vule, if erage’ 
would be defeated. The situation had been 
complicated last evening, when a group of 
high tariff republicans kicked over the traces 
atid declared they would not stand for a spe- 
cial rule which would enable the house to 
changé certain schedules or which would 
forbid a chance to vote on other schedules 


tarlff republicans as too low. 


High Tariff Men Insurgents. 
But the house leaders were able by dint of 


tariff insurgents. The understanding is that 
they were convinced the unruly ones in the 
senate would do the things which most of. 
the insurtents were ufging. <A majority 
of the high tariff men were interested only 
in the lumber and coal schedules. Those 
‘who had lumber on their minds were afraid 
that if a separate vote were permitted in 
the house on the lumber schedule lumber 
would be placed on the free list. 

In the Payne bill rough lumber is made 
dutiable at $1, a reduction from §2, the rate 
in the present law, and other products of 
the forests are assessed at rates ranging 
from 50 cents to $4.50. These rates are satis- 
factory to the representatives who want a 
high tariff? on lumber, at least they believe 
that any further tinkering with the lumber 
schedule will result in a reduction. 

For this reason they have been opposing 
vigorously the proposition to submit a spe- 
cial rule which Will permit amendments to 
be offered to the lumber schedule, while 
some of them who are dissatisfied still are 
comforted in the assurance received today 
that if free lumber is voted by the house 
the senate will see that the rates fixed by the 
Payne bill are restored. 


Want Flat Duty on Coal. 

In the Payne bill anthracite coal is put on 
the free list and bituminous coal, it is pro- 
vided, shall be admitted free when the coun- 
try of export does not place an export tax 
on Shipment The representatives who 
are interested in coal, want a straight duty 
placed on all varieties of products. It Is 
undérstood that the rebellious Républicans, 
who want a duty kept on coal have been as- 
sured that when the tariff bill goes to the 
senate it will be amended there so as to pro- 
vide a duty of 50 cents on long tons and of 
45 cents on short tons. The present long ton 
duty is 67 cents. 

Assurances Have been given alsé, it is un- 
derstood, to these Republicans who are pro- 
testing against the Payne bill reductions on 
iron ore, pig iron, and scrap iron. While 
it was impossible for the house leaders to 
make any Gefinite statement as to what rates 
would be imposed on these products in, the 
bill to be reported to the senate by the finance 
committee, they felt able to say that the 
rate would be of character satisfactory to 
thowe interested in the iron division of the 
metal schedule.

Pair Attacks Dentist, and Both Drop 
: While He Escapes, ts

Wellsville, O., April 4.—[Special.]—A tragic 
climax to the bitter struggle between the 
wet and dry forces of this place came today, 
when in a duel, with the opponents using 
telegraph poles as barricades, two men were 
shot down and one of them probably fatally 
hurt. | 

The participants in the battle were Dr. 
Hanlon Barnes, a dentist and a leader of the 
drys, and William Zoellers and Ben David- 
son. ; 

Zoellers and Davidson were w6unded by the 
dentist, who escaped without a scratch, and 
it is stated that Davidson may not recover. 

While the West Virginia line comes to the 
Ohio side of the river, the Ohio authorities 
have been claiming jurisdiction over the sale 
of liquor close to the shore. A decision last 
week by Judge W. W. Hole at Lisbon, how- 
ever, gave undisputed right to sell liquor in 


interference by Ohio authorities. 


What Led Up to the Clash. | 

A boat well stocked with liquors arrived 
early this morning and anchored sixty feet 
from shore. During the day skiffs and mall 
craft were busy plying betwen the shoreand 
the boat, carrying, passengers, while the 
shore was lined withemen. 

Dr. Barnes who is a member of the Good 
Citizens’ league and a strong enemy of the 
liquor element, recently has been threatened 
with death, and in view of this menace has 
been permitted to carry a gun. 

The shooting occurred late in the afternoon 
on the Cincinnati and Pittsburg railroad 
tracks near the Ohio, and not far from the 
floating liquor store. Barnes, who takes ex- 
ercise by walking every Sunday, inadver- 
tently strolled near the bailiwick of his foes. 
It is believed the clash occurred through the 

belief that Barnes was in the vicinity for the 
purpose of ‘‘ spotting.” 

While passing Zoeliers and Davidson, the 
latter accosted the dentist. Knowing the 
antipathy the men held for him, Barnes tried 
to get away and told them he wanted no 
trouble. J 

„Let me pass, he said, and stepping 
around them he walked rap down the 
track. * 

The men followed, jeering... Then they 
picked up gtones from the tracht and hurled 
them at him. Barnes, dodging misstiecs, 
took refuge behind a telegraph pole. Then, 
it is alleged, Zoellers drew a pistol and fired 
two shots. Neither took effegt. 


Firat Shot Fells Enemy. 

Barnes, the instant his enemy opened fire, 
whipped out his revolver and retaliated. His 
first shot hit Zoellers in the hip and Zoellers 
fell, dropping his weapon as he sank. 

Davidson, séeing his companion down, 
grabbed the abandoned gun, himself leaped 
behind a telegraph pole, and let go with 
the gun as fast as he could load and pull 
the trigger. In the meantime Barnes’ weap- 
on had not been idle, two bullets having 
lodged themselves in the pole behind which 
Davidson stood. 

Then Davidson in trying to get a better 
aim, leaned out from his place of safety & 
little too far, and Barnes, taking advantage 
of the opportunity, fired hastily and struck 
his opponent in the neck. That ended the 
battle.

NOTED EDUCATOR 1S DEAD 


Old Age Ends Busy Career of the 


Rev. James Locke Batenlelder. 
AIDED ANTI-SLAVERY CAUSE 


Was the Senior Alumnus of Amherst; 
Founded Schools and Wrote Books. 


The Rev. James Locke Batchelder, teacher, 
minister, author, journalist, and publisher, 
died at 2686 North Paulina street yesterday 
mornig anfter an illness due to the infirmi- 
ties of old age. The funeral arrangements 
will be announced today. 

The Rev. Mr. Batchelder was the senior 
alumnus of Amherst college, receiving his 
degree of A. B. in 1840: 

He was a subscriber and reader of THE 
TRIBUNE for nearly fifty years. 

Born in Newburyport, Mass., July 10, 1816, 
he graduated from thep ublic schools of Sa- 
lem and became principal of a woman's acad- 
emy at Townshend, Vt. He then established 
an English and classical school at Livingston, 
Ala. 


Takes Up Fight ön Slavery. 

From schools the Rev. Mr. Batchelder's 
interest led him to the wider arena of public 
questions. 

He was strongly opposed to slavery and 
gave evidence of his dislike of that practice 
by liberating two slaves inherited by his 
wife. He further showed his interest in the 
colored race by establishing a school for 
them at Cincinanti. An impassioned address 
to southern Baptists in behalf of an anti- 
slavery convention from his pen appeared in 
the Christian Politician, a weekly which he 
published in partnership with the Rev. W. 
H. Brisbane. His relations with the leaders 
in the movement to free the slaves were 
close and his services of tongue or pen were 
always freely given in furtherance of that 


object. 
Occupies Chicago Pulpit. 

The ministry next claimed his thought and 
energies. He occupied pulpits in Ohio, at La 
Crosse, Wis., and in Chicago. He purchased 
the Baptist Journal of Columbus, O., and in 
1840 bought the Baptist Messenger of Indian- 
apolis and merged the two papers under the 
title of the Journal and Messenger. He came 
to Chicago in 1864. 

He was a vigorous writer. His published 
books were Genius of Edmund Burke.“ 
Essay on Societyism,”’ Evangelisation,“ 
“The Light of Life, and The Christ in 
Life.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Batchelder was married 
twice, his first wife ſhav ing been Rebecca 
Darlington Bradford,’ who died in 1848, Mar- 
garet P. Cloud becoming his Wite in 1849. 

The children who survive are: Mrs. Mag- 
gie R. Barrett, 2688 North P alina street; 
Mrs. J. W. Carpenter, Omaha, Neb.; Charles 
T. Batchelder, 1056 Sheridan road, a news- 
paper man, and E. H. Batchelder of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Indiana railroad. There 
are eleven+grandchildren and six great- 
grandchildren. The funeral is to be held 
on Tuesday.

price he pleases, and to use the proceeds to 
extend his power by the stock ownership to 
a large portion, it may be, of the transporta- 
tion lines of the country. Yet that is pre- 
cisely what may now be done without legal 
objection. 

** Consider this phase of the matter for a 
moment in the light of the actual situation. 
Suppose a suit is brought on the Southern 
Pacific purchase and the government suc- 
ceeds, Asa necessary consequence, it may be 


to sell its Southern Pacific holdings. Does 
any one suppose they will pass into unfriend- 
ly hands? 

Forced Sale No Solution. 

“That, however, bears upon the policy of 
bringing suit, which is not the point 1 wish to 
make in this connection. I am looking fur- 
ther ahead. The Southern Pacific stock 
owned by the Union Pacific is worth at the 
present prices something like $100,000,000. 
When a sale is made what will the Union Pa- 
cific do with the proceeds? Buy the stocks of 
other roads? It is entirely free to do so and 
doubtless would use the money in that way. 

“To enforce the anti-trust law, after 
the event, when it can be successfully in- 
voked, is only to treat the occasional symp- 
tom without removing the injury. 

The time has come, as 1 think, when the 
further issue of securities by carriers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, and the use of 
the proceeds as well, should be the subject 
of federal regulation. 1 seriously doubt 
whether, in this regard, any sound or work- 
able distinction can be drawn between the 
stock ownership control of competing lines 
and stock ownership contro! of other lines.

No wonder the startled legislator cried, 
“Oan't this be stopped?” It is only be- 
cause the people do not know the fact 
that the demand for protective measures 
does not sweep the state. 

This evil can be checked and by reason- 
able and unobdjectionable means. It is 
being dealt with in our neighboring state 
of Indiana. Oregon has just passed a law 
similar to Indiana's, and other states are 
beginning to interest themselves. Laws 
against the matriage of the feeble mind- 
ed, epileptic, and insane exist in many 
states, but they are ineffectual. The pre- 
vention of the breeding of defectives is 
urgently necessary, and in Indiana a sye- 
tem more practical than colonization and 
not objectionable on the usual grounds 
has been devised and is in satisfactory 
operation. - 

Senator Womack has introduced a ster- 
Hlization bill at the present session which 
has just been reported favorably by the 
judiciary committee. It has the approval 
of the Chicago Society of Social Hygiene, 
the South District Division of the Chi- 
cago Medical Society has just indorsed it, 
and the profession generally undoubtedly 
favors it. The bill should become law. 

The sterilization of defectives and of 
habitual criminals is a necessary meas- 
ure of social economy. But it is im- 
portant also that the broader educational 
work organized by the Chicago Society of 

1 Hygiene should be given strong 
support. The press cannot give this gen- 
eral movement the aid its value deserves, 
owing to the difficulty of handlihg the 
subject in a journal of general circulation, 
but societies and individuals should take 
it up vigorously. °

The University club is to be congratu- 
lated upon the completion of the splendid 
house which is to be its home. The arch- 
itect, Mr. Roche, has given Chicago an- 
other handsome building, admirably 
adapted to its special purpose, and one 
that mekes a notable addition to the im- 
posing structures for which the Michigan 
avenue front is becoming Pamous. 

There is reason for especlal pride, too, 
in the work done by Mr. Frederick Clay 
Bartlett.

Artificial Silk Much Used in America. 

The following information on the subject 
of artificial silk is a translation of a éom- 
munication received from a prominent 
French manufacturer in answer to a number 
of interrogatories submitted to him: 

„ Tnere are three vateties of artificial 
slik—to wit: Chardonnet, or nitrocellulose; 
Gvet, or cuproammoniaca!; and Xanthate 
cellulose. or viscose. There are five great 
mills and a number of smaller ones in France 
in which these three methods are employed. 

There is no important manufacture of 
artificial silk in the United States, although 
that country ednsumes about 882,000 pounds 
per year. Machinery enters largely into the 
cost of the production of viscose, and as ma- 
chinery is brought to a high state of perfec- 
tion in the United States I cannot see why 
the high rate of wages should prevent the 
successful meegutacture of viscose in that 
country.

The scandal of 
the captain's attitude eventually reached 
such proportions that the general in com- 
mand of the district was forced to take notice 
thereof, and making a report thereon the af - 
fair was brought to the attention of the em- 
peror. 

The monerch at once took Archduke Joseph 
to task for his leniency with the captain and 
caused the latter to be brought before a court 
martial on charges of conduct unbecoming an 
Officer and a gentleman and of gross insubor- 
dination in drawing hie saber on a general 
and upon a prince of. the reigning family. 
The slanders which the captain had orig- 
inated about Archduchess Augustine, by in- 
sinuation and inference rather than by direct 
statements, were not mentioned in the 
charges, but undoubtedly weighed with the 
officers forming the court martial, and they 
lost no time in sentencing him to dismissal 
from the army and to military degradation, 
that is to say, to having his shoulder straps, 
his gold lace, and his buttons ripped from 
his uniform in the presence of the entire gar- 
rison, his saber broken, being thereupon 
drummed out of the army. 

As he hag not been jailed and as residence 
in Austria and Hungary has become im- 
possible, the man has left hie native land. 
bound, it is said, for the western hemisphere. 
Should he, when he turns up here, attempt 
to exploit. himself, financially or socially, as 
the victim of an imperial romance and of 
imperial jealousy, it would be well to bear in 
mind that the real cause of his disgrace has 
been conduct which would unfit him for 
the society pf gentle folk and of decent peo- 
ple in any part of the worlg | 


It would be 83 to learn the Identity 
of the Lady Broome,” who has just been 
jailed at Santa Barbara, in California, ow- 
ing to her refusal to comply with the orders 
of the court in connection with the account- 
ing and administration of the estate of her 
late husband, who is said to have died in 1891 
and to have been Lord Broome.” It isadd- 
ed that he left an estate in California val- 
ued at near $300,000 and several children, in- 
cluding two sons, named Thornhill and Mon- 
tague, and a daughter of the name of Amy. 
Now there has never been any such person 
as Lord Broome, and the only authentic 
Lady Broome in existence makes her home 
in London at 42 Baton terrace, and is the wid- 
ow of the late Sir Frederick Napier Broome, 
who died in 1886 and who achieved distine- 
tien as a journalist and colonial governor. 

Lady Broome is in receipt of a civil serv. 
ice pension from the crown of $500 a year, 
granted in recognition of her own Hterary 
merits and of the public services of her two 
husbands. 

A daughter of W. J. Stewart, colonial secre- 
tary of Jamaica, she first married Col. Sir 
George Barker, a distinguished Crimean and 
Indian officer, and after his death, F. Napier | 
Broome. Broome was the son of a Shrop- 
shire village rector, emigrated at 15 to New 
Zealand, where he learned squatting and, 
sheep farming. and on his return to England 
as the husband of Lady Barker, who had 
retained the title and name of her first hus- 
band, he joined the service of the London 
Times. Assigned to report the wedding at 
St. Petersburg of the late czar’s only sister 
to King Edward's sailor brother, Alfred, 


duke of. Edinburgh and of Coburg. his stories 


gave so much satisfaction in royal circles tn 
England that he was, through court influ- 
ence, provided with a post in the colonial 
service. He was sent to Natal as secretary to 
Lord Wolseley when the latter went to South 
Africa as high commissioner; then was ap- 

pointed to Mauritius, first as colonial secre- 
baby and afterwards as lieutenant governor, 
eventually receiving promotion to the gov- 
ernorship of western Australia.

Sir Frederick Ne Broome, for he had 
been knighted for his services as colonial 
governor, died leaving his wife and children 
badly off; and it was owing to this that the 
sympathies of the crown were invoked in her 
behalf and that she was granted by the prime 
minister of the day a civil service pension. 
Since then she has maintained herself large- 
ly by writing and was also for a time lady 
superintendent of the government school of 
cookery at South Kensington. Her works in- 
clude numerous books for children; While her 
more serious literary achievements include 
“Station Life in New Zealand’ and “A Year's 
Housekeeping in South Africa.

there is no doubt that what they hear there, 
fimsy and poor as it often is, easily: becomes 
their actual moral guide. 


Turn to Stage Heroes. 

“In moments of a crisis they turn to the 
sayings of the hero who found himself in e 
-gimilar plight. The sayings may be profound 
but they are at least applicabie to conduct. 
There are a dozen plays on the stage at the 
present moment whose titles might be easily 
translated into proper headings for sociologi- 
Cal lectures or sermons. I do not include the 
plays of Ibsen, Shaw, and Hauptmann, which 
deal so directly with moral issues that the 
mog.lists themselves wince under their 
teachings and declare them brutal.

HE RELIGIOUS ATTITUDE AND 
LIFE IN ISLAM,” by Duncan B.

A Record of the Chief Work of 
Noted Excavators Up to the Pres- 
ent Time. 


under the title A CENTURY OF 
ARCHAOLOGICAL DISCOVER- 
IES (Dutton, New York), has given Ameri- 
can and English readers access to a remark- 
ably entertaining resume of the results of 
archeeological research, written by a man 
who for forty years has held a distinguished 
place in that particular field. 
The scope of the book is expressed in the 
author’ s preface, as follows: 

„ Archesology of the spade and its re- 
sults form the subject of this volume. By the 
term archeology is meant the archelogy of 
art, the products of civilization in so far’as 
they express no artistic character will only be 
mentioned incidentally. Thus epigraphy has 
been excluded, nor are coins and gems in- 
cluded, for they hardly can be regarded as 
discoveries. Another limitation is due to 
the fact that my own studies have been con- 
fined to classic art, and thet my knowledge 


of the art of other lande has, for the most 


part, only come to me at second hand. 

My main object has been to give an ac- 
count of the rise, the diffusion, and the deep- 
ening of our knowledge of Greek art. No 
comprehensive treatment of this interesting 
subject having yet appeared, I have felt im- 
pelled to fill this gap. Although I have not 
taken part in any excavations, yet for the 
last fifty years I have followed the work of 
others with close interest and have, more- 
over, frequently had opportunities of acquir- 
ing direct knowledge; this, it seems to me, is 
a qualification for the task. 

Beginning with a brief resume of the 
knowledge of ancient art up to the close of 
the seventeenth century, a picturesque re- 
view is given of subsequent discoveries up 
to and including those made in 1908 by the 
German school at Pergamos, the French 
schoo! at Delos, the British schoo! at Sparta, 
and the American school at Corinth, at Mok- 
los in Crete, and at Ephesus. Particular at- 
tention is given to the sepulchres of Etruria 
and ancient painting, discoveries in Egypt, 
Assyria, and Lycia.

WORLD'S STOCKS ARE SMALL, 


Outlook for Moderate Crop Yields; Corn 
and Oats Work Higher. 


New high points for the crop season were 
the almost daily rule in wheat last week, 
lowest prices being made on Monday and the 
highest on Saturday, when the top price for 
the May in the Gates deal was exceeded and 
all records since the Leiter deal were broken. 
July wheat is now selling at the highest point 
during April of any year in nearly twenty 
years. 

Public buying, instead of being deterred 
by high prices, has been more active on the 
advance than at any time so far, speculation 
throughout the week having been increas- 
ingly broad and general. Closing prices Sat- 
urday showed gains for the week of 3@3%c 
ron May, 303 . for July, and %c for Sep- 

em 

Compared to a year ago, May is now 290 
higher; July, 20%c higher; and September, 140 
higher. Many traders who have been con- 
sistently bullish are beginning to take cogni- 
zance of the great advance in prices, and it 
is now more of a question whether or not 
present values have not largely discounted 
conditions, 


Red Wheat at Exorbitant Figures. 

‘While exorbitant prices for red winter 
wheat are being exacted, the high values are 
curtailing the demand to some extent, and 
many mills in the south and southwest are 
being closed, as flour cannot be made at a 
profit by some mills. Spring wheat millers 


and those at points where supplies of winter 


wheat are liberal are reaping the benefit of 
this state of affairs. 

Primary receipts continue to run larger 
than a year ago, arrivals for the week being 
2,818,000 bu, against 2,628,000 bu a year ago. 
Clearances from this country and Canada 
for the week were 1,500,000 bu, or the small- 
est since the-week of Sept. 3, 1905. This lat- 
ter instance was regarded as bullish abroad, 
as the shipments from other countries, with 
the exception of Australia, were small and 
total world’s exports were estimated at only 
7,900,000 bu, or much under requirements. 

Argentine shipments are only a little more 
than half as large as a year ago, and the 
decreasing visible supply there presages still 
lighter exports. Australia promises to ship 
leas in the near future. It will be seen that 
Europe is facing a serious shortage, espe- 
cially as stocks are already light. 

The supply and demand situation the world 
over is so closely adjusted that it will require 
only comparatively small speculative hold- 
ings to tip the balance in favor of the bulls.
